BART & BUSES AND AMTRAK 

Buses serving BART stations make it easy to go between 
BART and surrounding areas. 

In San Francisco stations and Daly City Station, white 
MUNI (buses, trolleys, cable cars) machines sell a two-part 
transfer for 25$. Buy the transfers before you exit the fare 
gates. Use one part for a MUNI ride away from BART and use 
the other part for the ride back to BART. 

I n East Bay stations served by AC T ransit get a free trans- 
fer from the white AC T ransit machine before you exit the 
fare gate. It’s good for a free ride from BART. Pay the regular 
bus fare to return to BART. This transfer is not good on BART 
Express Buses. 

BART Express Buses connect five BART stations (Walnut 
Creek, Hayward, Bay Fair, Concord and El Cerrito Del Norte) 
with outlying communities in the East Bay. BART Express 
Bus fares for adults are 25$ or 50$ depending on how far you 
ride. Senior Citizens 65 and older, Children 5-1 2 years old, 
and the handicapped with the Bay Region Transit Discount 
Card ride for 10$ and 20$. Children 4 and under ride free. 

T ransfers from one Express Bus to another are available from 
the bus driver.

Deter- 
mine which train to board by noting on station maps the last 
station on each route. For example: If you board at 19th 
Street, Oakland and wish to go to Powell Street, board a 
SAN FRANCISCO train. 

FACILITIES FOR THE HANDICAPPED 

All stations are equipped with elevators. Contact station 
agents via white courtesy telephone for their use. Any re- 
quired assistance for processing your ticket will be provided 
by the station agent. Stations are also equipped with acces- 
sible restrooms, telephones and drinking fountains. Parking 
lots provide reserved spaces for handicapped persons. Auto- 
mobiles using these spaces must display special issue plates 
for disabled persons or a handicap placard available from 
any local Department of Motor Vehicles.

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HOW TO BUY A TICKET 

Each person must have a ticket. To buy your ticket, check 
the fare information chart for destination and ticket value 
needed. Fare chart shows the fare for a one-way trip; double 
fare for round trip. 

The ticket machines sell tickets worth 25$ to $20 so you 
can purchase a ticket good for several rides. There are two 
different types of ticket machines in each station, both well 
marked. One type will accept coins, $1 and $5 bills only 
and will not give change. The other type will accept coins, 

$1 and $5 bills and will give change. Neither machine accepts 
$10 or $20 bills. Change machines for coins and $1 bills are 
available in all stations. 

Special Note: BART ticket machines will not accept new 
Susan B. Anthony dollar coins. 



To Buy Your Ticket 

Step 1 — I nsert Money 

Step la — If using machine that gives change, push the plus 
(+) buttons to value of ticket desired. If you go 
over value desired, push minus (-) buttons. 

Step 2 — Check the ticket value window for amount of ticket 
desired. 

Step 3 —To receive ticket, push the “Issue New Ticket” but- 
ton or “Push For Ticket” button depending on 
which machine you use. If you are to receive 
change, it will be returned below. 

You can add value to your ticket if there is $3.95 or less 
remaining. Put ticket in old ticket slot, add at least 25$ or 
more and follow the steps above. You will then get a new 
ticket combining the old value and the added money. 

HOW TO USE YOUR TICKET 

Insert your ticket into thefare gates. Itwillcodeyourticket, 
open for entry, and return your ticket. Save your ticket, you 
must use it the same way to exit. Upon exiting, the fare gates 
will deduct your fare. If you have fare remaining your ticket 
will be returned to you for reuse. 

If your ticket does not cover the cost of the ride, your 
ticket will return and a sign on the gate will light up and in- 
dicate “Underpaid Go To Addfare”. The addfare machine 
tells you how much additional fare you must pay. 
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To addfare: 

Step 1 — Insert ticket. Amount owed for exit will be dis- 
played. 

Step 2 — Insert exact amount. (Some addfare machines are 
equipped to give change others do not. Ticket is 
automatically updated and returned. The new 
printed value will not show on the ticket. 

Step 3 —Take your ticket and insert in exit gate.
